Applicant's arguments filed April 25, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Regarding the argument to claims 1,18, and 19, the applicant argues that the reference, Zhao, does not disclose removing and 
replacing a selected service from both source and local servers. The examiner disagrees, as seen in, column 3, lines 1-25, there is the 
updating of subscriptions, which is a selected service that is inherently removed and replaced, on both servers. It is inherent that the 
service is removed and replaced because when the update occurs the subscription is effectively removed and then replaced with the 
updated version. 

Regarding the argument to claim 2, 20, and 21, the applicant argues that the reference, Zhao, does not disclose a redeployment request 
from an origin server. The examiner disagrees, as seen in, column 3, lines 9-18, there is the request that is sent from the local server to 
the source server which makes then makes the request for the updated data. 

Regarding the argument to claim 3, the applicant argues that the reference, Zhao, does not disclose sending a redeployment trigger 
when the selected service is to be revised. The examiner disagrees, as seen in, column 3, lines 9-15, there is a subscription request that 
is initiated when a tracking number exceeds a predetermined value. The tracking number is the indicator as to when the service needs to 
be revised. 
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
